“It is not a mere question of Economics. It is the 
greatest moral, the greatest social question which mankind 
has ever had to consider.

Kitson doesn’t claim any special prophetic powers. He

Any intelligent reader of the industrial and financial 
history of this country (England) for the last century 
could as reatdily have predicted the present period as the | 
writer. Dozens of examples of the ruinous results of money 
and credit contraction could be mentioned from the ex- | 
periences of the varions industrial nations within living | 
memory. 

“The best example is the post-war period after the 
battle of Waterloo. As the direct result of Lord Liverpool's | 
and Sir Robert Peel's Gold Standard policy, this country | 
expericuced thirty years of industrial depression and un- 
employment, culminating in the ‘hungry forties.’ As Dis- 
raeli stated on several occasions, England was only saved 
from final ruin by two accidents, viz., the discovery of gold 
in Californix and Australia in 1849 and 1850, which, by 
providing a large increase in the volume of money (which 
tday would be called ‘inflation’) reversed the policy of | 
Peel and brought about an era of prosperity. 

“Similarly, the demonetization of silver after. the 


Franco-German War, resulted in currency deflation, with 
the accompanying eviis of low prices, trade depression,, 
unemployment and general social misery universally. Civ- 
ilization was once more saved by the currency expansion 
brought about by the gold discoveries in South Africa.”

Ridiculing the way in which the British people stamp- 
eded in the wrong direction whenever anyone raises the cry 
“Inflation!” (which Kitson says is the only road leading to 
safety, plenty, peace and happiness) he contrasts it with the 
fearlessness of President Roosevelt whom he says “under- 
stands the bankers game and is not afraid of their shouts 
and threats.” 

Having had so much success in prophecy before, Mr. 
Kitson’s prediction for the future has special value at this 
time.

PARIS, Oct, 24—The French 
cabinet headed by Premier Dala- 
dier resigned at 3:55 a.m. today, 
following its defeat by a vote of 
lack of confidence in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. The chamber 
voted 329 to 241 against a com- 
promise proposal submitted by M. 
Daladier in his fight to balance 


the budget, providing for wage 
cuts of government functionaries.

Premier Daladier went down to 
defeat fighting to the last for a 
balanced budget in order to save 
the franc.

REGISTERED 

Bye-elections were held yesterday in 
three Dominion constituencies; _Resti- 
gouche-Madawaska, New Brunswick; Ya- 
maska, Quebec; and Mackenzie, Sask- 
atchewan. In every case the Government 
candidate was defeated. In every case the 
Liberal candidate was elected. The first 
riding elected a Conservative member 
three years ago; Yamaska elected a Lib- 
eral by a majority of one; while Mackenzie 
at that time returned a Progressive mem- 
ber who has since accepted a seat on the 
tariff commission. 

The result in the three constituencies is 
a hundred per cent demand that the Gov- 
ernment reverse its policies or call a gen- 
eral election. It is an equally unanimous 
declaration of approval of the Liberal 
policies for the expansion of trade abroad 
and for the restoration of internal con- 
ditions in Canada. 

The defeat of ex-judge Stubbs in Mac- 
kenzie is the answer of the voters to Mr. 
Woodsworth’s plan to place them under a 
dictatorship different but more complete 
than that which they now have. The-voters 
want no more of that sort of thing. 

There is no reason to suppose that senti- 
ment in these three constituencies is not- 
ably different from that the country over. 
All signs point definitely in the opposite 
direction. What the voters in these ridin 
said yesterday the people of Canada would 
say today-if given a chance. 


MR. STEVENS RIGHT AGAIN 
Reference was made in these columns a 
week or so ago to a speech delivered by 
-Hon. H. H. Stevens in Montreal, in which 
he said the debt resting upon the people of 
Canada cannot be paid under present con- 
ditions. In that Mr. Stevens was right. 
Speaking in Edmonton yesterday, the 
Minister pointed out that mortgage debts 
amounting to $700,000,000 stand against 
one-third of the farms in Canada. At pre- 
sent prices, out of every $100 the farmer 
received for his products, on the average, 
$29 is charged against him as interest. 
Four years ago, at the prices then prevail- 
ing, his interest charge amounted to only 
$5 in every $100 of income. “Obviously”, 
as the Minister stated, these debts cannot 
be paid out of the proceeds of farm pro- 
duce at the present price level. 
Continuing, Mr. Stevens said it is “quite 
within the power” of Canada to control 
and regulate such matters; which, if it 
means anything, means that the Govern- 
ment and parliament of Canada can cut 
down the spread that makes farm debts 
unpayable at present farm prices.

WASHINGTON AND MOSCOW

The sea-serpent has advanced to a stage where 
it has been given a name. It is to be known as 
Cadborosaurus. This overcomes the difficulty of 
the proud and over-confident English grocer who 
had “and Son” added to the firm name a few days 
before his first daughter was born. 

The last time Cadborosaurus was scen—a few 
days ago—it was forty miles away from Cadboro 
Bay and “leaving a wake like a speedboat.” The 
part the Victorians find hard to believe is that 
Cadborosaurus would be going away from Victoria 
and in such a hurry too. ; 

Unkindest dig or all came from a cruel chap 
who suggested that it is only a big conger cel. 
Conger eels grow to six and sevn feet in length, 
but the chap who first reported the sea-monster 
is a lawyer, a major, a yachtsman and ex-whaler. 
He scoffs at the idea that he could mistake a conger 
eel for an eighty-foot sea-serpent with a hideous 
face, an underslung jaw like a camel and a row of 
spines or fins on its back. “It’s no more like a 
conger eel than my hat,” he says, referring to his 
ordinary or civilian head decoration. 

The scientists from the Universities of Wash- 
ington and British Columbia have been called in 
for their opinions. They are satisfied that many 
monsters live in the sea, that are as yet uncata- 
logued and unclassified. Before expressing an 
opinion on the authenticity of Cadborosaurus, the 
men of science say they would first want to sec 
it. Many people without scientific training could 
testify to the reality of Cadborosaurus, if his body 
could be produced in evidence.

The politicians are more interesting than either 
the weather or Cadborosaurus. They have more 
stripes than Cadborosaurus and more sinuosities. 
Also they are more articulate. 

Serious observers find the election fight inter- 
esting. They profess to see in it a miniature pre- 
sentment of what may take place in the federal 
arena whenever the electors get an opportunity to 
vote. 

Though there are ten different parties in the 
B.C. contest, the fight has narrowed down. It is 
now between the Liberals and the C.C.F, The 
three Conservative groups—the Unionists, the Non- 
Partisans and two lone Conservatives who scorn to 
don the camouflage of unionism or non-partisan- 
ship—are no longer an issue. They are being over- 
looked. The province is tired of Conservatism and 
no disguise can make it palatable. The issue now 
is between the Liberal party and the new C.CF. 
party. That may forecast events in the federal 
arena. It is a circumstance that makes the B.C. 
contest interesting to observers outside the Pacfiic 
province. 


The virtues of the respective combatants are 
being sounded nightly by their respective sup- 
porters. The Liberals, strangely enough, are not 
so much embarrassed by anything they kave done 
or omitted to do in the past, as by the failure of 
Hon. R. B. Bennett to live up the promises of 
his opening Winnipeg speech. The Liberals are 
sounding a slogan of “Work and Wages.” Their 
leader, Hon. T. D. Pattullo is promising a pro- 
gramme of public relief works. His opponents are 
likening his forthright and confident promises to 
the forthright and confident promises made by Mr. 
Bennett when he sought the suffrages of the people. 
It would be an ironic thing if the sins of a Con- 
servative premier were visited upon the head of 
a Liberal leader two thousand miles away. 

The C.C.F. spokesmen are in an even worse 
plight. Their promised programme of relief works 
is built on the hope that they will be able to 
finance everything by the issue of scrip. There's 
no difficulty in printing scrip. There's no difficulty 
in paying workmen with scrip. The difficulty will 
be when they come to negotiate it. A limited 
amount of scrip might be absorbed back in pro- 
vincial taxes, but scrip enough to pay $10,000,000 
interest every year on railroad debts and enough 
to pay wages to every unemployed man and woman 
in the province is quite another matter. The sup- 
port the C.C.F. will receive will be largely from 
unemployed men who think that scrip is some- 
thing that can be negotiated at any corner store 
or cashed at any bank. They won't learn other- 
wise till after election day. 

o & % 

The biggest mistake the C.CF. has made was 
the holding of a recent convention to map out Fr 
provincial platform. Some of their followers have 
taken fright at the idea of a Council of Nine with 
disciplinary powers over C.C.F. members. speak- 
ers and associations, at talk of muzzling the press 
and the compulsory teaching of Socialism in the 
schools. 

However, the C.C.F. speakers are not backing up 
on their statements. Mr. W. W. Lefeaux, a promin- 
ent candidate of the C.C.F. and a lawyer by pro- 
fession, is advocating the repudiation of public 
debts, and the use of Marx's “Das Kapital” as a 
textbook in the schools. He says “the C.C.F. is ready 
at any time to take full control of industry, if 
necessary. It has plenty of men prepared to take 
over every department of government and 
industry.” 

Miss Osterhout, a C.C.F. candidate with Mr. 
Lefeaux, was asked what would happen to teachers 
who might refuse to teach Socialism to their pupils. 
She promptly answered “They will be dismissed,” 

One of the features of Mr. Lefeaux's addresses 
is his proposal to retain Section 98 of the Criminal 
Code, under which those suspected of sedition may 
be deported. He said the C.C.F. will retain Section 
98 and use it (in the event of a C.CF, government 
being placed in power) as a means of protection 
to itself. 

Dr. Guillotine was a victim of his own invention. 
The author of Section 96 might get an unpleasant 
surprise if Mr. Lefeaux becomes federal Minister 
of Justice. 

All of this is dividing the electors of B.C. into 
two main camps. It will be Liberalism versus 
ultra Radicalism, with a few Conservative candi-

Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy 


HEMORRHOIDS FREQUENTLY FOUND 
AFTER FORTY 

Patients With piles, or hemorrhoids, usually say 
nothing about their ailment, preferring to suffer in 
silence. Such embarrassment, while commonly 
felt, really helps no one and prevents the correc- 
tion of the trouble. Most people over forty will 
have hemorrhoids in some degree. The distress 
which they endure is unneces- 
sary as this disorder can often 


Dr. F. McCoy which begins 
coming'from the intestine itself, and 
with mucous membrane. The internal piles are 
the more troublesome. In time they grow larger, 
and becomes sore, tender and raw. During an 
intestinal movement, the piles may “come down” 
or protrude. A protruding pile is simply a pile 
which has escaped from the inside of the bowel 
and is thrust through the opening. A bleeding pile 
is one which has ulcerated, which allows pus and 
blood to escape. 

In several cases, protruding piles will cause a 
great deal of annoyance by escaping when the 
patient is standing or walking and may develop to 
the point that they cannot easily be returned to 
the interior of the intestine if no treatment is used. 
As a general rule, if one pile forms, several will 
be found. 

On account of the presence of many sensitive 
ntrves at the lower end of the large intestine, piles 
are likely to be very painful. The pains have been 
described as gnawing, bearing down, shooting, etc. 
In such,a case, the evacuation of waste material 
causes great discomfort. There is often great diffi- 
culty in walking or sitting and the parts may itch 
unbearably. 

In sever cases the hemorrhoid enlarges to such 
an extent that when it protrudes it cannot be re- 
turned and is squeezed by the sphinoter muscle 
which closes the intestinal opening. In such a case 
it swells, becomes engorged with blood, and in- 
duces marked pain. 

Undoubtedly the main cause of hemorrhoids is 
constipation. -One who is badly constipated must 
strain during the act of ejecting the stool and the 
combination of straining. with stretching of the 
intestine by accumulated wastes will in time pro- 
duce piles. There is also some irritation of the 
parts, due to the retention of toxic material. A 
contributing cause is the arrangement of the veins 
at this particular point which favors the develop- 
ment of hemorrhoids. These veins of the intestine 
are not equipped with the valves in other veins, 
which prevent the backflow of blood. Often the 
pressure of prolapsed organs will tend to prevent 
the proper drainage of the veins, and pséduce a 
congestion. Liver trouble is still another source 
of hemorrhoids, for very close to this group of 
veins we find blood vessels which connect with the 
veins of the liver. Any factor which hinders the 
circulation of blood through the liver will encour- 
age hemorrhoids. 

Rectal troubles undoubtedly cause a great deal 
of nervousness and if a patient complains of 
nervous symptoms it is necessary that all irritation 
in the lower end of the large intestine should be 
entirely removed before the nerves will return to 
normal. 

In tomorrow’s article I shall discuss a method of 
treating hemorrhoids. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. George J. asks: “Can you tell 
me what the symptoms of tularemia are and what 
one can do to cure this trouble?” 

ANSWER: Tularemia is one of the unusual hand 
infections and arises when a special organism from 
infected wild rabbits enters the hand, usually from 
some abrasion of the hand while cleaning the 
rabbit. In about three days the patient has head- 
ache, chills, fever and vomiting and in time an 
ulcer forms on the hand, with enlargement of the 
lymph glands. The patient should go to bed, use a 
liquid acid fruit diet and take a daily enema, leav- 
ing the ulcer alone. The disease may be prevented 
by wearing rubber gloves when handling or clean- 
ing wild rabbits and then thoroughly cooking any 
of the meat. I have not heard of any cases result- 
ing from tame rabbits 

QUESTION: Y. O. asks: “How can one make the 
pineal gland work better? What is the cause of it 
going wrong?” 

ANSWER: There is no specific way of making 
the pineal gland work better. It is a gland which 
apparently performs no function in an adult, 
although it seems to serve the purpose of restrain- 
ing sexual development in early childhood. 

QUESTION: Miss Elizabeth writes: “I am very 
fond of all kinds of fruits, and eat a great deal. 
As I do not wish to put on weight, I would like to 
know which are fattening and which are not.” 

ANSWER: No fruits can be considered fatten- 
ing except the dried fruits and bananas, avocadoes 
and olives. None of the acid fruits are fattening.

Laziness—what is it? It is class- 
ed with the cardinal sins and he 
who is lazy is thus doubly cursed. 
Whenever I hear a mother say 
her boy or girl is lazy, instantly I 
prick up my ears. I let her ex- 
piain just how he is so obsessed 


but it is seldom I am interested in| 


the fact itself. 

What I try to fathom is the rea- 
son. There is many a reason be- 
hind laziness. To get at the right 
one is always a hard thing to do. 

A normal, well child, a happy 
child, is never lazy. Never! | 

He may have an easy-going dis- 
position and a deliberateness of ac- 
tion, but this 1s nothing to censure. | 
Rather it is to be envied, for it 
shows an even distribution of en- 
ergy. It is not laziness. 

One time I had a boy in school 
who was known to be lazy. His 
teachers had so dubbed him, his 
mother was impatient, his father | 
disgusted. /

I called his mother to school. 
The principal was present. I said, | 
“The boy is sick. He is the queer- | 
est shade of greenish gray I've

food and sun will not do it alone. 

The lazy child is very often this 
kind of “fatigued” child. A doc: | 
tor only needs to take one glance 
today to diagnose such a case. If 
‘ou suspect one of your children! 
be in danger of this condition | 
have a doctor examine him at once. | 
particularly if he is losing weight | 

Occasionally we discover thyroid | 
trouble in children. No mother can 
tell if this is the case, but a doctor 
can determine it rather quickly 
after an examination. However, a 
great deal of so-called laziness in | 
adults is due to inactive thyroid | 
gland.

Meals of this type can be pre- 
pared in two ways, using either 
long or short periods. Long oook- 
ing periods demand a low oven 
temperature, while short cooking 
periods necessitate a high tempera- 
ture. The housewife who wants an 
afternoon “out” can put her dinner 
in the oven before she leaves and 
come home to find it cooked ready 
to serve if she regulates her oven 
to a low temperature. 


BMEAT-REGULATOR IDEAL 

Foods for the whole oven meal 
should be chosen with some 
thought. Those which can be cook- 
ed at the same temperature and for 
approximately the same length of 
time must, of course, be selected 
when the entire meal goes into the 
oven at once. However, very often 
a most satisfactory combination can 
be worked out in which the temper- 
ature remains the same but the 
cooking periods vary. Foods which 
require the longest, time for cook- 
ing are put in the oven first and 
the others are added with sufficient 
time allowed to insure their being 
done when wanted for serving. 

The stove which is equipped with 
an oven heat-regulator is ideal be- 
cause the meal practically can be 
forgotten when the food is placed in 
the oven and the regulator adjusted 
to the desired temperature. If a 
regulator is not part of your equip-

For long time oven meals, the 
meats are seared at a high temper- 
ature, 450 degrees F., for ten min- 
utes. Then the heat is reduced to 


275 degrees F., and the whole meal | 


cooked three hours or longer. 

The short time oven meals are 
managed by putting the meat into 
a hot oven and then keeping the 
oven hot. Sear the meat at 450 


degrees F. for twenty minutes and | 


reduce the heat to 400 degrees F., 

for the remaining cooking period. 
Pastry, tart shells, thin crisp 
cookies or anything which requires 
a high temperature can be baked 
while the meat is being seared. For 
instance, if tart shells are baked 
early in the afternoon when the 
meat is put into the hot oven, the 
shells will be cold ready filling in 
time for dinner.

cloth, Then brush the brows with 
# small eyebrow brush moistened 
with plain vaseline or castor oil, in 
order to counteract any drying ef- 
fects, and to keep the brows healthy 
and glossy,

All must now agree that a na-| 
tional government, by setting up 
its own banking machinery and 
issuing its own credit and token 
currency free from interest charges, 
can adopt a real and effective 
means of reducing the cost of war. 
It is therefore quite apparent that 
public credit and token currency 
issued through a national banking 
system without interest charge can 
be used as the means of lightening 
the burden of the taxpayer, in- 
creasing the spending power of 
government. and the purchasing 
power of the consumer. 

No sane individual with power to 
issue his own money and credit 
would ever dream of financing 
his business or social enterprise by 
borrowing money and credit from 
someone cise. Much less would he 
ever borrow at interest to the point 
of bankruptcy and then starve for 
want of buying power which he 
had the power to create. 


FOLLY 

No sound government in this age 
of intellectual and technological 
efficiency with power to mint at 
the prevailing price of silver, legal 
tender dollars costing less than 20 
cents apiece, is justified in borrow- 
ing credit dollars from a private 
j monopoly at interest. Surely, no 

one can justify as sound the prac- 

tice of governmental borrowing at 
interest of credit from a private 
monopoly when the government has 
the power to set up a national 
banking system through which can 
be issued paper currency and bank 
credit more valuable as purchasing 
power medium of exchange than 
that which is issued by private 
bankers. 

The perfection of the technique 
of substituting credit for money has 
emancipated mankind from any but 
an artificial shortage of consumers’ 
buying power. 

LIVING STANDARD 
AND DEBTS 

With the establishment of a na- 
tional banking system and economi 
organization, such as I have out- 
lined, the task of developing the 
nation’s wealth, liquidating existing 
debts, keeping the standard of liv- 
ing in the agricultural communities 
in line with that enjoyed in com- 
mercial and industrial centres, and

By delegating the management of 
the money system to bankers as a 
private profit-making monopoly, 
we have established the banker as 
the actual ruler of the people. By 
this foolish and ridiculous course we 
have converted our boast of free- 
dom as the boon of responsible gov- 
ernment into a mockery and a glit- 
tering delusion. Instead of being 
safe in the pursuit of necessities we 
starve in the midst of abundance. 

We are suffering because we have 
repudiated Divine statute. Instead 
of heeding the warnings of the al- 
truistic philosophers throughout the 
ages, persecution and death have 
been their only reward. 

When Christ was upon the earth, 
He saw the publican and the mon- 
ey-changers, acting as profit-seek- 
ing intermediaries ween the peo- 
ple and the rulers of Church and 
State. These original racketeers 
were the totypes of our modern 
bankers, jers and credit deal-

The Canadian Forward Pass 
the newest of the rules, 
often in every game, but cannot 
explained in a few words. The For- 
ward Pass is defined in two sections, 
first a completed pass und then an 
incompleted pass. A completed pass 
is one, that, having crossed the line 
of scrimmage, is caught by an 
Eligible Receiver, before it lias 
touched the ground. an Ineligible 
player, or any obstruction on or 
back of the goal line. There are 
several things to remember, how- 
jever. First is that it is not a for- 
ward pass unless it has been thrown 
towards the opponents’ goal line 
and from a point five yards behind 
the line of scrimmage. A pass thus 
thrown must not go out of bounds. 
If a pass goes out of bounds, even 
though touched by an opponent, the 
Touch Rule does not apply and the 
pass is considered as incomplete 

An Incompleted Pass, of course, 
is simply any pass that does not 
comply with the requirements of a 
Completed Pass.

The $200000 damage action 
against the University of Alberta 
slowly dragged its way towards the 
closing stages in supreme court on 
Mondzy afternoon as Dr. Clarence 
B. Farrar, first of the plaintiffs 
medical experts and fourth of the 
six mental specialists in the case 
gave his findings of the mentality 
and make-up of Charles John Ar- 
mend Powlett.
